claim» he lost his temper and taking 
Smolensky’s own shotgun, fired two 
charges of shot Into ihe old man’s 
head at close range, blowing the top 
of Smolensky’s head off. 
The old man 
fell to the floor and Boon expired. 
Kschle then went through Smolen­ 
sky's clothing and found $70, which 
he took. 
Tiien he lifted a trap door 
in the floor and jammed Smoh-nsky’s 
body into the vegetable cellar below. 
He then carefully washed away all 
traces of blood and took an old piece 
of oil cloth and tacked It over the 
floor, completely hiding the trap door 
and the gory form beneath it. 


Murderer Robbed by Pickpocket. 
The next morning Eschie took his 
Ill-gotten gains and started out on a 
spree, but before he had spent more 
than a few dollars of his plunder he 
Was robbed by a pickpocket. 
Then, 
drunk and penniless, he returned to 
the scene of his crime, 
lie told the 
neighbors that Smolensky had gone to 
Michigan and he sold the shack to an 
Italian, receiving a small sum to bind 
the bargain. 
The neighbors were not 
satisfied with Esohle’s story and in­ 
formed the polic e of the disappearance 
of Smolensky. 
The officers invest! 
gated, but nothing of a suspicious na­ 
ture 
was 
discovered. 
Eschie

tinued to occupy the shack, while all 
the lime,

neaih him was the corpse of his vie 
tim. 
The revelation of the crime came In 
a peculiar wra.v. 
One of Smolensky’s 
dogs, which Eschie cared for after 
killing their master, bit a little girl 
and was shot hv an officer in front of 
the cabin while Eschie was away. On 
his return, Eschie saw the dead body 
of the dog, and fearing something was 
wrong, he fled. 
The police were notified of his dis­ 
appearance. made a thorough search 
of the shack and found the bloody 
corpse of Smolensky jammed into the 
small vegetable cellar. 
Officers were 
at once sent in search of Eschie, ami 
after a chase of several hours he was 
captured 
at 
Li 11ydale by Detective 
Frazer and Patrolman Melrose. 
Eschie surrendered without offering 
resistance. 
He was taken to Ihe Cen­ 
tral polic-e station, where he confessed 
to the crime, exhibiting no remorse 
whatever. 
Eschie was kicked on (he 
head by a horse when he was but a 
boy, and since then has not been al­ 
ways in his right mind. 


YOUNG NEGRO LYNCHED. 


M urderer of a W hite Boy the Victim 
of a Mississippi Mob. 
Wesson, Miss., April 6.—John Burr, 
a young negro, was lynched near here 
by about thirty men for the murder of 
a twelve-year-old white boy. 
According to Burr’s confession, and 
the story of an eye-witness, he was 
fishing in a mill pond when Earl 
Smith, the twelve-year-old son of J. 
W. Smith, a planter, approached. Burr 
w-as an employe of Smith’s father and 
he said to the b o y 
"Look up, look at the bird.” 
As young Smith gazed skyward, the 
negro shot him in the back of the 
head with a shotgun. 
Burr threw the

but was captured by officers and was 
on his-w ay to jail when a party of 
about thirty men took the prisoner 
away from the officers.

The rioters used clubs, 
stones and whatever other weapons 
were at hand and finally the troops 
were obliged *o fire upon them, kill­ 
ing and wounding a number.

Lisbon, 
April 
6.—The 
elections 
here, which were conducted peaceably 
with the exception of minor disorders 
in some of the disaffected districts, 
were 
followed 
by 
serious 
rioting, 
which was only put down by most 
vigorous action on the part of the po­ 
lice and the troops. 
The rioting broke 
out In different parts of the city, as 
though by a preconcerted plan. Troops 
that had been patrolling and others 
that had been held in reserve were 
immediately ordered into action and 
they repeatedly charged the mobs that 
in places filled the streets, but with­ 
out effect. 
The rioters used clubs, 
stones and whatever other weapons 
were at hand and finally the troops 
were obliged *o fire upon them, kill­ 
ing and wounding a number. 
This determined action on the part j 
of the authorities seemed to have the ; 
desired effect and shortly the mobs 
were well dispersed. 
At a late hour 
most of the Republican voters had 
gone to their homes, but bands of 
youths continued to demonstrate be­ 
fore 
the 
churches. 
They 
confined 
their disorders, however, to shouting. 


and a recurrence of serious distur­ 
bances does not seem probable. 


Elections Passed Off Quietly. 
With the exception of minor disor­ 
ders at Anjos and Alcantara, the elec-1 
tions passed off quietly throughout 
the country so far as the present ad­ 
vices indicate. 
In this city slight dis­ 
turbances occurred in certain sections 
owing to the number of electors who 
suspected that unfair methods were 
being adopted. 
There was much hoot­ 
ing at and deriding of the police, but 
the latter did not hesitate to scatter 
the crowds with a strong arm. 
The voting probably was the heav­ 
iest in Portugal’s history.

Ninety-nine out of 146 deputies to be 
chosen, already reported to be elected, 
are monarchists.

in control. 
The Republicans, who had 
but two seats in the dissolved parlia­ 
ment, increased their representation 
to possibly twenty. 
In Lisbon they 
swept the populous sections of the 
city, but gerrymanders Including the 
outside districts, offset in a measure 
this advantage. 
The Republican lead­ 
ers are raising the cry of “fraud.” 
They claim that while government 
pressure seemingly was relaxed, the 
old electoral machinery was in full 
operation, because of the fear on the 
part of the government of a great Re 
publican movement, and that there­ 
fore the elections do not represent in 
any way the sentiment of the country

According to the reports brought 
from Deerwood today the troubles of 
the Rogers-Brown Ore company be­ 
cause of quicksand in I heir shaft on 
section 30 in the town of Rabbit lake, 
are now about over. 
The casing went 
down three feet in thirty-six hours last 
week, which is the best progress made 
in several months. 
The company had 
been badly hampered by water, having 
for some time been pumping 6,000 gal­ 
lons of water a minute. On Saturday 
night one corner of the curb struck the 
solid ledge and it is thought that rapid 
progress will be made hereafter. 
For some time men have been at 
work putting machinery in place and 
getting buildings erected for work on 
the shaft to be put down on section 30 
rn the town of Deerwood, for the same 
parties and actual work on the shaft is 
said to have begun today. 
It is reported that the first of any 
stock of the Cuyuna range companies 
is to be put on the market this week, 
but this of course is mere rumor.

British Premier Finally Relin­ 
quishes His Office. 


ASQUITH MAY SUCCEED HIM 


Chancellor of the Exchequer Likely to 


Be Named by King Edward— S»tua 


tion Unprecedented in the History 


of Great Britain, 


London, April R,—-In ha« boon offl* 
cfaMr announced that the king has ac­ 
cepted the resignation of Sir H**nry 
Campbell-Bannerman, 
the 
British 
prime minister. 
Sir Henry's condition 
remains unchanged, accordiBf to the 
physicians’ bulletin. 
The kin«, In tele- 
fcraphin« his acceptfttic# of the pre­ 
m iers resignation, conyeyed an ex- 
pres«fon of his regret 
and esteem, 
with b«»sf wishes for Sir Henry’s re 
covery. 
No ftirthcr offieial announce­ 
ment with regard to cabinet changes 
has been made, but tbe kin« has sum­ 
moned Herbert H. Asquith, chancel­ 
lor of Hie exchequer, and the latter 
roon Will start for Biarritz, where the 
king is sojourning. 
The chancellor, 
who has been acting premier In place 
of

llenrv 
Campbell Hanrmrman. 
called a meeting of the cabinet 
to 
submit the premier’s resignation and 
discuss the (totlrse of bustnesa.

Father of the Commons. 


Sir Henry was not only the leader 
of the house of commons, hut also its 
father, 
for 
he 
represented 
Stirling 
without Interruption ever since he en 
terod the house in 1868 at ttie age of 
thirty-two. 
Throughout 
his political 
life 
lie has been a consistent 
and 
staunch advocate of radicalism and 
his political faith has never wavered. 
He did not derive his politics from his 
family, however, for his father. Sir 
Jam es Campbell, a prosperous Glas­ 
gow merchant, was one of the most 
devoted adherents of the Tory party 
In Scotland, while ills brother sat for 
years in the house of commons on 
the Conservative side. 
W hen he first 
stood as a Liberal candidate for stirl 
Ing, young Campbell was twitted with 
his father's allegiance to the other 
fide, but he retorted that loyalty to 
tin ir political faith ran in the family, 
and that ar his fathei was consistent 
in his torj ism he would he consis­ 
tent in his liberalism. 
His early years in parliament were 
not eventful, and he became known 
rather lor his geniality and hospitality 
than for the political sagacity which 
lie showed later. 
He had a varied ex­ 
perience in government, holding the 
positions of financial secretary to the 
war office twice, secretary to the ad­ 
miralty twice, secretary of state for 
war, and for a brief time, in 1884-5, 
chief secretary for Ireland. 
At that 
trying period the Irish members were 
devoting all their efforts to making 
that office almost untenable, but Mr. 
Bannerman (he assumed the name of 
his maternal uncle Bannerman under 
a will and acquired his title in 18**6) 
met all their attack« with unfailing 
goodwill and ready wit.

Harmony W a t Established. 


Finally harmony was completely es­ 
tablished and when some months later 
the king sent 
for Campbell-Banner 
man. ihe latter w jis able to assure his 
majesty that he could form a strong 
and united cabinet. 
He became prime 
minister In December, 1P05. 
Office gave Campbell Bannerman nil 
ditlonal strength and firmness and the 
way 
In 
which 
he 
controlled 
and 
swayed his huge majority Impressed 
all parliamentarians. 
He quickly es 
tabtlshed himself in the affections of 
fhe new house of commons and th« 
expressions of his wish counted for 
more than the most strongly worded 
“ whip.” 
If historian* do not call Sir Henry 
Campbell Bannerman one of ihe gren' 
prime ministers, they must describe 
him ns n wise and witty man, particu 
larly human, of keen common sense 
and great political sagacity, which a’ 
timet- ro e io the plane of high states 
Btnnship. 
Great Britain now' Is in a peculiar 
position, being without either premie* 
or ministry. 
According to the court 
circular Prem ier Campbell Bannerman 
resigned on the urgent recommenda 
Hon of his medical advisers. 
As the 
constitution of the countrv provides 
no automatic successor, it re-ting with 
the i ing to choove a new* head of the 
government, and In accordance with 
custom and precedent, the whole oabi 
net resigns with the» premier, net step 
to appoint a ministry can he taken un­ 
til Herbert H Asquith, the chancellor 
of the* exchequer, who has been sum 
nunied to Biarritz, for the purpose, has 
se n the- king. 


Position Unprecedented. 


The posit ion of the countrv Is quite 
unprec« dented, there being no previous 
example o! a chance occurring in the 
premfi rshlp while the sovereign was 
abroad. 
On this account the course 
of procedure to he followed is in some 
doubt. 
Chancellor Asquith, who has been 
acting premier for some time past, ni 
a cabinet meeting, especially called, 
submitted 
the 
premier’s resignation 
and the situation was fully discussed. 
It Is regarded now t»s practically cer 
tain that David Lloyd-George, presi 
dent of the hoard of trade, will sue 
Coed Dr. Asquith as chancellor, and 
that Sir Edward Grey will retain his 
portfolio as foreign secretary. 
Among the interesting predictions 
I* that Winston Spencer Churchill, tin­ 
der secretary for the colonies, will 
take ihe place of the Earl of Elgin as 
colonial 
secretary, 
and 
that 
Lord 
Tweedmouth, fitst lord of the admIra' 
tv, will withdraw In order to accept 
some other office. 
Mr. Asquith resolutely declined to 
he drawn into any statement of the 
situation. 
Mr. Asquith's accession to the pre­ 
miership will he well received by all 
sections of his party, with the poasl 
hie exception of the extreme radical 
and labor men, who are inclined to 
see in his imperialistic views the end 
of some of their aspirations for so 
Olallstic reforms.

Oscar Straus Urges Co-opera­ 
tion of Cities and States. 


LOCAL VIGILANCE IMPORTANT 


INSURGENTS ARE ACTIVE. 


Several Minor Fights Occur in Vicinity 
of Seoul. 


Tol io, April 6,- Advices from Seoul 
sav that insurgents ere showing, in 
creased activity in the neighborhood 
of Seoul, several minor fights having 
occurred lately.

I want 
to say at the outset that I am doing 
everything possible to be done under 
the present system prescribed by law 
to exclude criminals and anarchists 
and to dc|mrt sticb as have evaded de­ 
tection at the time of their entry into 
the country and can subsequently l>e 
shown to come under the deporting 
prof Isions of the law. 
No 
law, 
however 
carefully 
und 
j strictly made, can secure absolute ex­ 
c lu s io n 
o f the alien criminal and an­ 
archistic element, ns the most danger­ 
ous criminals are certain to l»c the 
cleverest and to possess an amount of 
cunning and Intelligence, abetted by a 
foreign experience under rigorous po­ 
lice sy«terns, which will permit them 
o> evade the vigilance of my examin­ 
ing officers. 
When a criminal Is suffi- 
ei«*utl> clever to pursue his vocation 
in Europe among detectives familiar 
with him and Itis ways it is hardly to 
Is- expected that when he comes to 
tin* Lnlted States and meets the ex­ 
amining officer tite officer can look him 
in tin* eye and pronounce film a sus­ 
pect to he held and Investigated. 
It has been suggested that tbe law 
Is* so amended that every alien de­ 
manding admission 
in» compelled to 
produce a passport issued to him by 
his home otiiciaIs. as those countries 
sending us the greater numt>er of crim ­ 
inals require that tin* hearer's criminal 
and civil record he denoted in such 
passports 
These passports would then 
he regarded as guarantee# of the char­ 
acter of the alien. 
Tills 
method 
is 
iu 
high 
demand 
among those well meaning persons who 
are Justly exercised over tbe continued 
evasion of our vigilance by Incoming 
alien criminals. 
Cursorily considered, 
it appears to afford a remedy, but it 
has Its hidden flaws and dangers which 
make It unwise and Impracticable. 
W e have found in the administration 
of the law for the exclusión of the 
Chinese and in separate investigations 
of individual cases of European aliens 
bearing passports that 
the falsifica- , 
tion of passports and the securing of 
the passports of aliens who have no 
criminal records bv those who have 
are matters of such ease and frequency 
that to Impose a passport regulation 
would la* merely to build up a flourish­ 
ing traffic in passports abroad. 
Then, again, we would be infringing 
on the right of asylum, which Is one 
Of the fundamental principles of the 
republic. 
From our colonial days we j 
have been u haven of political refuge. 
In all of our treaties with other na 
tlons is embodied the political refuge 
clause maintaining a principle In com- j 
mon with Great Britain. Holland and j 
Switzerland. 
If we were to make a passport regu- ! 
lation. we would prevent all citizens of 
foreign countries who have come luto 
political disfavor from exercising this , 
tight of asylum, because they would be 
una hie to obtain the passports from 
their government or. sis we have al­ 
ready found by experience in the im- j 
migration department, their p .¡it leal 
enemies would continue to trump up 
charges 
involving 
moral 
turpitude, 
which would throw them hack into the 
oppression from which they seek to es­ 
cape. 
My recent circular was meant to in­ 
spire police, and state officials to a 
greater activity in dealing with alien 1 
criminals and revolutionary agitators 
and to 1h* informative as to Just what 
were the powers and the limitations of 
the department under the law 
Títere 
are daily evidences in my office of the 
failure of officials to support the work 
of tlie Immigration department because 
they do not understand what they can 
do and what they cannot do. 
W e are constantly called upon to act 
in matters in which our jurisdiction 
has lapsed years before, and in a gen­ 
eral way the government is blamed by 
nn uninformed public for failure to re­ 
strain alien crime when the major por­ 
tion of it is entirely beyond our reach 
under the law. 
In tite matter of the 
deportation of criminals the power of 
the i inmigra ticyi law extends for a pe­ 
riod of three years subsequent to the 
arrival of the alien criminal and only 
for crimes committed prior to landing 
of which tlie alien has been convicted 
or of which the alien makes confession. 
As to the anarchists and those of kin­ 
dred mind arrayed against our Institu­ 
tions, the law’ reads in section 2 of the 
Immigration act:

the federal government to override or 
assume the functions of the state laws. 
Which would l»c the case if the power 
of deportation were to supersede in 
Mich. 
Be that reasoning on th** part 
of tbe mnk«»rs of th«* law* corr«*ct or in­ 
correct. the law is absolut«* as stated, 
and there Is therefore no power in tin* 
hands of tin* federal government under 
the immigration act to deport any alien 
for crimes committed after entering 
the country. 
Recently | hnve extended tny sup­ 
port to a measure to have the period of

years 
Representative Ben net of New 
\ork 
Introduced n bill making any 
alien criminal liable to deis>rtntlon un­ 
til he should have b«*cotne naturalized, 
hut this hill fail«*! t<* become a law, I 
am sorry to say, though some of the 
discussion it raised Is certain to have 
an educational effect and to pave the 
way for further legislation that will be 
remedial to New York and other cities 
struggling to protect society from Its 
enemies. 
It Is extremely important that the 
police 
authorities of 
the 
big 
cities 
shoufil not endeavor to relieve them­ 
selves from their due local responsibili­ 
ties by turning to the federal govern­ 
ment in matters pertaining to aliens 
when flic government has not the ju­ 
risdiction. The interests of law and or­ 
der are harmed, reform is beid hack 
Just so min i), ami tin* only benefit de­ 
rived accrues to the official! who arc 
able to lead the public to b<»liev«» that 
if the government v «*r<* not so slow to 
help them they could do much more. 
I cannot here go into the details of 
Certain new and important work that 
Is lielug done to discover tin* criminal 
and anarchistic records of aliens com­ 
ing to this country, for to do so would 
I»«* to defeat tbs v*»ry purpose of our 
enlarged plans. 
The deportations last 
year wore nearly 50 per cent mors 
than in the fiscal year previous, and 1 
fool able to promise that the next an­ 
nual report «»t the commissioner of im­ 
migration will show a remarkable p«»r- 
centage of In« reuse 
W e unfortunate^ have 0,(M)0 miles 
along our Canadian and Mexican bor­ 
ders over which surreptitious entries 
are made. 
B\ having a heavy iorce of 
mounted guards we are making tile 
I,«»st efforts possible under the circum­ 
stances to guard these borders, and 
our vigilan«»e has 
had an excellent 
practical us well as moral effect. 
J want to say clearly and emphatic­ 
ally that, while there is room in this 
country for every self respecting, able- 
boditsi and 
well 
minded 
alien 
who 
comes here to bctt«»r his condition and 
t" assume tin* responsibilities and du- 
ti«*s of citizenship, there Is no place 
here for the morally depraved, the 
criminal and those who arc unable or 
unwilling to value und appreciate the 
benefits of a free country, aud no ef­ 
forts should be spared to vigorously 
exclude the latter class. 
Furthermore, so far as the power is 
vested in me, no stone will be left un­ 
turned. and, with the intelligent co­ 
operation of the police authorities of 
New York with our immigration au- 
thoritic's th«*re, we will make s su­ 
preme effort to clean out the infesta­ 
tions of criminals of the city and vi 
ciuity wherever such are brought to 
our attention and are found to come 
under the immigration law. 
W hile this may not affect the greater 
number of the criminals In general iu 
the city, it is earnestly to be hoped 
that renewed energy will be exercised 
by local officials in seeing that tin* 
proper punishment under state laws Is 
meted out to this criminal ls>dy which 
does not come legally under the juris­ 
diction of the federal government, be 
they native born or alien. 
I ant h«»r«» to administer the law. and 
I will certainly administer ail tho law 
we hnve and find means to make sore 
what more we need and put forth my 
best efforts to see my recommenda­ 
tions enacted. 
Then 
I 
will enforce 
those 
As a last word. I urge the state and 
municipal 
authorities, 
not 
of 
New 
York alone, but of e\ery city and sec­ 
tion affected by alien crim in al condi­ 
tions. to co-operate with the officials 
of the immigration department in the 
eradication of anarchy and the sup­ 
pression of crim es and criminal modes 
of life among those who have made 
this the country of their adoption.

T here was not a m om ent’s | 
doubt as to who v,ns to succeed him, j 
and by a unanimous vote of the party 
Bannerman was chosen in February, 
181*9, to be its leader. 
Still more t r o u b l o u s times were In 
store for the Liberals with the begin­ 
ning of the Boer war, which made the 
bitterness 
between 
the 
imperialist 
and the radical groups more acute 
titan ever. 
It was impossible to con 
ceal the party differences, for both 
sections openly attacked one another, 
but Hie difficulties of the position gave 
Bannerman his opportunity. 
A 
less 
resolute man would have thrown up 
the task in despair, but he stuck to 
his post, e \ e r watching for an occasion 
to 
lead 
a 
temporary 
united 
party 
against the government. 
Ile was bit­ 
terly and savagely attacked, but he 
never lost his head under the greatest 
provocation and in the face of biting 
criticisms of Joseph Chamberlin he 
maintained his self-restraint. 


Harmony Was Established. 


Finally harm ony was completely e s ­ 
tablished and when some months later 
the king sent 
for Campbell-Banner­ 
man, ihe latter was able to assure his 
majesty that he could form a strong 
and united cabinet. 
He became prime 
minister in December. 1905. 
Office gave Campbell-Bannerman ad 
ditional strength and firmness and the 
way 
in 
which 
he 
controlled 
and 
swayed his huge majority impressed 
all parliamentarians. 
He quickly es 
tablished himself in the affections of 
the new house of commons and the 
expressions of his wish counted for 
more than the most strongly worded 
"whip.” 
lf historians do not call Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman one of the great 
prime ministers, they must describe 
him as a wise and witty man, part leu 
larly human, of keen common sense 
and great political sagacity, which at 
times rose to the plane of high states­ 
manship. 
Great Britain now is in a peculiar 
position, tieing without either premier 
or ministry. 
According to the court 
circular Prem ier Campbell-Bannerman 
resigned on lite urgent recomm enda­ 
tion of ills medical advisers. 
As tile 
constitution of the country provides 
no automatic successor, it resting with 
the king to choose a new head of the 
government, and in accordance with 
custom and precedent, the whole cab! 
net resigns with lite premier, no step 
to appoint a ministry can be taken u n ­ 
til Herbert H. Asquith, the chancellor 
of the exchequer, who has been su m ­ 
moned to Biarritz for Ihe purpose, has 
seen the king. 
Position Unprecedented. 


The position of the country is quite 
unprecedented, there being no previous 
example of a change occurring in the 
premiership while the sovereign was 
abroad. 
On this account the course 
of procedure to he followed is in some 
doubt. 
Chancellor Asquith, who has been 
acting premier for some time past, ai 
a cabinet meeting, especially called, 
submitted 
the prem ier’s resignation 
and the situation was fully discussed. 
It is regarded now as practically cer­ 
tain that David Lloyd-George, pres! 
dent of the board of trade, will suc­ 
ceed Dr. Asquith as chancellor, ami 
that Sir Edward Grey will retain his 
portfolio as foreign secretary. 
Among the interesting predictions 
is that Winston Spencer Churchill, un­ 
der secretary for the colonies, will 
take Hie place of the Earl of Elgin as 
colonial 
secretary, 
and 
that 
Lord 
Tweedmouth, first lord of the admiral­ 
ty, will withdraw in order to accept 
some other office. 
Mr. Asquith resolutely declined to 
be drawn into any statement of the 
situation. 
Mr. Asquith’s accession to the pre­ 
miership will be well received by all 
sections of his party, with the possi­ 
ble exception of the extreme redical 
and labor men, who are inclined to 
see in bis imperialistic viewrs the end 
of some of t Heir aspirations for so­ 
cialistic reforms.

British Premier Finally Relin 
quishes His Office. 


ASQUITH MAY SUCCEED HIM 


Chancellor of the Exchequer Likely to 


Be Named by King Edward— Situa­ 


tion Unprecedented in the History 


of Great Britain. 


Tendon, April 6.—Tn bas been offi­ 
cially announced that the king has ac­ 
cepted the resignation of Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, 
the 
British 
prime minister. 
Sir H enry’s condition 
remains unchanged, according to the 
physicians’ bulletin. 
The king, In tele­ 
graphing his acceptance of the pre­ 
m i e r s resignation, conveyed an ex­ 
pression of his regret 
and esteem, 
with bes! wishes for Sir H enry’s re­ 
covery. 
No further official announce­ 
ment with regard to cabinet changes 
bas been made, but the king has sum ­ 
moned Herbert H. Asquith, chancel­ 
lor of the exchequer, and the latter 
Boon will Blart for Biarritz, where the 
king is sojourning. 
The chancellor, 
who has been acting premier in place 
of 
Sir 
Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, 
called a meeting of the cabinet to 
submit the prem ier’s resignation and 
discuss the course of business. 
The 
resignation 
of 
Six 
Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, the first Liberal 
prime minister of England since Ixird 
Rosebery gave up office in 1895, has 
Its dramatic phase, for, as lie passes 
from 
tile 
stage, 
the 
mixed

life he has been a consistent 
and 
staunch advocate of radicalism and 
his political faith has never wavered. 
Ile did not derive his politics from his 
family, however, for Ii is father. Sir 
Ja m e s Campbell, a prosperous Glas­ 
gow merchant, was one of lite most 
devoted adherents of the Tory party 
in Scotland, while ills brother sat for 
years in tile house of commons on 
tile Conservative side. 
When he first 
stood as a Liberal candidate for Still­ 
ing, young Campbell was twitted with 
his fa th e r’s allegiance to tile other 
ride, but he retorted that loyalty to 
their political faith ran in the family, 
and that as Ii is father was consistent 
in his toryism he would be consis­ 
tent in his liberalism. 
His early years in parliament were 
not eventful, and he became known 
rather for his geniality and hospitality 
than for the pol it leal sagacity which 
lie showed later. 
He had a varied ex­ 
perience in government, holding the 
positions of financial secretary to the 
war office twice, secretary to the ad­ 
miralty twice, secretary of state for 
war, and for a brief time, in 1884-5, 
chief secretary for Ireland. 
At that 
trying period the Irish m embers were 
devoting all their efforts to making 
that office almost untenable, but Mr. 
Bannerman (he assumed the nam e of 
his maternal uncle Bannerman under 
a will aud acquired his title in 1896) 
met all their attacks with unfailing 
goodwill and ready wit.
